The Conserva¬ 
tives were not satisfied with the 
"Ayes” and ‘"Nays.” The Speaker 
then rang the division bell and after 
th e sands had run through the hour¬ 
glass the required number of times, 
the Clerk of the House called the roll. 
The Conservatives and the Liberate, 
except J. W. Frame, Athabasca, fav¬ 
ored the change, 'but government and 
Labor united to defeat the motion. 

First reading was given a bill to es¬ 
tablish a Departmet of Natural Re¬ 
sources and second reading to the Se¬ 
curity Frauds Prevention Bill. The 
Bill was opposed by the lawyers, 
Shaw and Weaver, as giving too 
much power to the Attorney-General 
and to the Executive Council. The 
Council should not be able to make 
a man a criminal by a mere regula¬ 
tion, according to Col. Weaver. 

The discussion of the estimates 
for the Executive Council gave Mr. 
Webster, Liberal member for Cal¬ 
gary, another chance to attack Mr. 
Greenfield and the London office, 
which requires a vote of $18,265 to 
support it. Mr. Brownlee rose to the 
defence declaring that Mr. Greenfield 
had done much to aid the develop¬ 
ment of Turner Valley by securing 
technical advice and capital in Eng¬ 
land. When the estimate for $106,- 
652 for the support of the labor bur¬ 
eaus came up, the member for In- 
nisfail, Donald Cameron, took the op¬ 
portunity to attack the policy where¬ 
by Central European immigrants 
were being dumped in Edmonton at 
this very time. He blamed the low 
railway rate from hte east coast to 
Edmonton ($33) for this state of 
affairs and appealed to the govern¬ 
ment to take some action. 

An investigation into the activities 
of the Alberta Co-operative Credit 
Societies Act initiated by Geo. Web¬ 
ster of Calgary, shows a considerable 
amount outstanding. Particular at¬ 
tention was called to a loan of $45,000 
to the Donatville Society consisting 
of 25 Hungarians. They had bought 
lands, implements, and cattle, at ex¬ 
cessive prices and all but 7 had been 
forced to quit. The government hop¬ 
es to recover from the man who put 
over th e deal. A supervisor at $4,300 
will replace the man at $2,000 a year 
who did all the lending.

Johnson, Chairman of 
Committee on Immigration and Nat¬ 
uralization, has introduced a revitlon 
of his bill to place the countriec of 
this hemisphere on a quota basis. The 
new bill provides in the case of Can¬ 
ada and Newfoundland, Mexico r.nd 
Cuba, that the quotas shall bc four 
times the number of American citi¬ 
zens departing thereto for permanent 
residence during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1929, and, in the case of (he 
other countries, the number of immi¬ 
gration visas issued during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1929, to immi¬ 
grants born in such country, with a 
minimum quota of 100 for each na¬ 
tionality. 

The bill further provides that not¬ 
withstanding the provisions just quot 
ed the quota for Mexico for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1930 shall be 
11,021, and for the fiscal year beginn¬ 
ing July 1, 1931 the Mexican quota 
( hall be 6961."

Neilson, after opening 
with community singing, and passing 
on routine business the balance of the 
time was turned over to Mrs. Malloy 
who gave a splendid address on the 
accomplishmets and ideals of U. F. 
W. A. work. Mrs Malloy dwelt briefly 
on the birth of the farm Women's 
movement, stating how it had been 
ormed by the few women who had 
formed by the few women who had 
husbands and from the date of its or¬ 
ganization in 1914 until the present 
time it had grown in numbers and 
scope. Convenors were appointed in 
the field of legislation, immigration, 
education, health, social welfare, 
peace and arbitration and cooperat¬ 
ive marketing. The speaker said that 
if the new School Act was never pass 
ed it had set the people of this prov¬ 
ince to thinking about educational 
matters until they realized that tha 
present system was outgrown and a 
more vital system should be adopted, 
for the delinquent and feebleminded 
She dwelt on the provincial provisions 
and of tho greater necessity for such 
institutions. 

She told of the work that had been 
accomplished by the convenors of 
health, the various bills, they had spon 
sered until they became acts of law. 
And that they were now working on 
legislation that would provide for gov 
e rnment owned hospitals. She said we 
have roads paid for by the govern¬ 
ment education paid for by the gov 
ernment, so why not hospitals? 

The Farm Women’s Association has 
been responsible for reforms to the 
mother’s allowance act, for equalisa¬ 
tion of divorce rights of man and 
woman joint ownership of property 
accumulated after marriage. The 
present convener of legislation has 
done a great deal for the Alberta 
farm women in the making of wills 
and executing of the same. Mrs. Mall 
oy stated that the extent of the wom¬ 
ens work for immigration was of too 
vast a scope to more than touch on

Ottawa, March 12, (Special to the 
Recorder)—Lord Willingdon Governor 
General of Canada, made a presentat 
ton last week to the Dominion Arch¬ 
ives of a small bag of wheat, contain 
lng about a pound of excellent grain, 

Which had been sent him by the 
Hudson Bay Company. The l>ag was 
marked No. 1, so it is judged that 
Lord Willingdon was the first to re¬ 
ceive a sample of the wheat. At the 
same time the Dominion Archives re¬ 
ceived a sample pound marked 14. 

The letter which accompanied the 
portion which was sent the Dominion 
Archives is of interest to Canadians 
at the present tim e and will be in¬ 
teresting history for generations to 
come. The letter reads: 

London, Jan 3rd, 1930 
Dr. A. G. Doughty, 

Dominion Archives, Ottawa, 

Dear Sir: We have pleasure in send 
ing for your acceptance a sample of 
Canadian wheat 1929 crop being part 
of the first shipment by the new 
route from the Prairies via Hudson 
Bay to the United States Kingdom. 

This shipment, prepared by Messrs. 

James Richardson and Sons, Ltd., of 
Winnipeg, was made possible by the 
courtesty of Hon. Charlea Dunning, 

Canadian Minister of Railways, who 
kindly gave facilities for the use of 
the temporary rails as soon as they 
were laid to Churchill in the month of 
Sept. The permanent way, the 
terminal works, the docks and grain 
elevators are in course of constuction 
and will all be ready for operation 
when the harbor works are completed 
In 1931. 

This event will open a new chapter 
in the history of Churchill so named 
in 1888 in honor of John Churchill, 
the first Duke of Marlborough and 
governor of Hudson Bay Company 
from 1680 to 1691. The selection of 
this port as the terminus of the rail¬ 
way adds interest to the followin 
extracts from the Company’s record.

Straw's high resistance of changes 
of temperature has been known for 
fcenturios, nrd it has heen used ex¬ 
tensively in some parts of the world, 
finding it3 way into structures rang¬ 
ing from cattle sheds to thatched 
homos. It3 use was curtailed.by its 
bulkiness and by the fire hazard it 
represented. Both these faults have 
heen overcome in the wallboard, it is 
claimed, while the virtues have been 
preserved and possibly accentuated. 

It was three years ago that A. D. 
Stewart moved from Hutchinson. 
Kan., to St. Joseph, and brought 
with him the idea of putting the new¬ 
found process into practical use. 
Straw was available in unlimited 
quantities and capital to finance the 
indertaking was provided. A build¬ 
ing was erected and the work of per¬ 
fecting the product carried on. 

Tests were made in the laboratories 
of the Armour Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy, Chicago, before the wallboard 
was placed on the market. The la¬ 
boratories are under the direct : on of 
Dr. Sidney D. Wells, for many years 
with the pulp-testing laboratory of 
the Federal Government at Madison, 
Wis. 

The hoard is usually four feet wide 
and seven-sixteenths of aij inch thick, 
cut in stock lengths of six, seven, 
eight, and a half, nine, ten and twelve 
feet. It is claimed that a piece of 
“straw” wallboard one inch thick has 
the same insulating value as a piece 
of wood three inches thick, plaster 
board four inches thick, plaster eight 
inches thick, a brick wall 12 inches 
thick, or a concrete wall 25 inches 
thick. 

The straw is piled in great tiers in 
the open, near a pond containing 
more than 1,000,000 gallons of water 
always kept available as a fire prot 
action measure. The factory uses 20,- 
1000 tons of straw annually and produc 
eo about 40,000,000 square feet of 
: wallboard. 

| The straw is purchased from farm¬ 
ers, either directly in the stack, or 
baled. Straw delivered in St. Joseph, 
haled, brings about $7.50 a ton. Jf 
la e ’ by tne farmer, t.fc* straw brings 
him a net profit of about $4 an acre, 
it is estimated, this fig arc including 
his labor, however. When straw i3 pur 
j chased in the stack, with no labor on 
the part of the farmer,-usually $1 a 
| ton is paid. Straw is purchased from 
as far away a s Dodge City, Kan., and 
i it has been estimated
